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CFS faces its Waterloo & 


Ontario university let out of student federation 
three years after referendum to leave passes

WATERLOO, Ontario—The 
Canadian Federation of Students 
(CFS) has officially recognized the 
results of the University of 
Waterloo’s 1993 student referendum 
which were strongly in favour of 
discontinuing membership in the 
national lobby group. 

The group’s decision was made 
at the CFS’s recent general meeting, 
and follows over three years of 
attempts by Waterloo student 
leaders to extricate UW from 
membership. 

CFS chair Brad Lavigne said in 
a conversation with UW’s Student 
Federation vice president education 
Kelly Foley that they discussed the 
issues surrounding their rejection of 
the referendum and decided instead 
to ratify the results. 

The CFS had previously 
decided that “improprieties” 
committed during the referendum 
campaign called the results into 
question. CFS officials proposed 
another referendum, but UW’s 
students’ council and executive 
rejected the offer because the chief 
returning officer’s report indicated 
that the campaign was run fairly. 

Until recently, UW was 
considered a member in bad 
standing of the CFS because it no 
longer paid dues. 

Since the referendum, there has 
been an ongoing offort by the 
Federation of Students to terminate 
UW’s membership in the CFS. 
Students’ Council has twice upheld 
the 1993 results unanimously. In 


addition, a package was sent to CFS 
last year which included a letter 
from the Federation of Students’ 
lawyer, a full chronology of 
referendum results and a letter from 
former Federation president Jane 
Pak, requesting that the CFS heed 
the will of UW students. 

Foley has been in continuous 
contact with CFS officials by mail 
and phone requesting recognition of

the referendum results. 

“Ym very glad to see that the 
CFS has finally respected the 
democratic process and our choice 
to withdraw membership,” said 
Foley. 

The February 1993 referendum 
results were 2,171 to 793 in favour 
of discontinuing membership in the 
CFS. There was a relatively high 
voter turnout of 21 per cent. 

The chief returning officer’s 
report listed a few minor campaign 
violations on both sides, regarding 
the improper use of buttons and 
posters. The only major violation 
involved a CFS field worker 
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campaigning to keep UW in the 
CFS. 

UW’s reasons for leaving the 
CFS are essentially the same today 
as they were in 1993. The CFS 
concerns itself with a wide range of 
international social justice issues 
that are not directly related to 
education. In addition, the annual 
cost of membership in the CFS 
would be approximately $90,000 
compared to the $12,000 that the 
Federation currently pays to the 
Canadian Alliance of Student 
Associations. , 

The high cost .of CFS 
membership has been attributed in 
varying degrees to the wide scope 
of issues addressed by the CFS, the | 
relatively high salaries paid to CFS 
executives, the size of the CFS 
bureaucracy and the operation of 
CFS services like TravelCUTS. 

The CFS was also the organizer 
of both the 1995 rally on Parliament 
Hill where former Human 
Resources Minister Lloyd } 
Axworthy was pelted with eggs and 
Kraft Dinner and the 1996 Queen’s 
Park protest which was 
overshadowed by clashes with 
police and vandalism. 

It is the view of some student 
leaders that this type of action hurts 
rather than helps efforts to improve 
accessibility to post-secondary 
education. 

Former Federation president 
Jane Pak said last year, “It’s clear we 
don’t agree with their methods at 
all.”

HUNDREDS OF STUDENTS FORCED 
OUTSIDE DURING BUILDING LEAK

Start buildin’ that ark, 
Noah, the floods are a-comin’! 

Students and staff were 
evacuated from the Students’ 
Union Building yesterday 
morning when a sprinkler 
gasket blew in the meditation 
room in SUB, spewing more 
than 500 gallons of water over 
three floors of the building. 

A piano was drenched in 


One Bookstore employee 
said that at about 8:50 a.m., 
water began running down the 
windows and seeping through 
roof tiles and light fixtures in 
the computer shop. 

Bea Wytinck, computers 
manager at the Bookstore, 
couldn’t give an exact estimate 
of the damages at press time,

Meanwhile, frustrated 
students lined up outside, 
impatiently waiting to rush the 
bookstore. 

After more than a half 
hour’s wait in sub-zero 
temperatures, students and 
staff were allowed to re-enter 
the building around 9:30 a.m. 

Maintenance crews had the 
mess cleaned up by 10:30 a.m.. 
Scattered buckets caught the 


SUB maintenance staff cordoned off rooms and hallways affected by the torrents 
while power was shut off to drenched areas. Water also leaked into the 
Bookstore computer area, damaging some of the machines. 

One Bookstore employee said that at about 8:50 a.m., water began running

the building in an attempt to 
dry the damp carpets. 

SUB maintenance staff 
cordoned off rooms and 
hallways affected by the 
torrents while power was shut 
off to drenched areas.

A staff member said that it 
would probably take “a couple 
of days” to assess the damage 
to the computers. 

Nearly three hundred 
people had to be evacuated 
from the building when the low 
pressure in the sprinkler 
system set off the fire alarm. 
The fire department was called 
in but was unable to help the 
situation,

According to staff from 
Physical Plant, this is the 
second serious problem caused 
by the plumbing in SUB in the 
last two weeks. Last Saturday, 
frozen pipes burst in the third 
floor of SUB, causing extensive 
damage.

SMITH APPOINTED TO REPLACE PIPER AS VP RESEARCH

The University of Alberta has 
a new acting vice-president of 
research and external affairs. 
Roger Smith was appointed on Jan. 
1 to the position for an 18 month 
period, which is longer than the 
term of office held by most 
temporary administrators. 

Smith replaces Martha Piper, 
who will become president of the 
University of British Columbia in 
July. 

In Folio, the University of 
Alberta’s public affairs newspaper, 
U of A president Rod Fraser 
expressed his approval of the 
appointment. “I am delighted that 
Roger has accepted this position at 
such an exciting and challenging 
time in our history. He brings with 
him a wealth of administrative and 
academic experience,” said Fraser. 

U of A Students’ Union 


president Garett Poston is also 
pleased. “Martha Piper was great 
and will be difficult to replace but 
the University has done well,” said 
Poston. 

During his term as the SU’s vp 


academic, Poston worked with 
Smith. Smith was then the 
University’s associate vp 
academic. He was appointed 
acting vp academic from July to 
December 1994 when then-vp 
academic John McDonald replaced 
Paul Davenport as the acting 
president until current president 
Rod Fraser was hired.

“{Smith is] easy to work with 
and student friendly,” said Poston. 
“Like other administrators, while

Poston explained that the 
extended period of Smith’s 
appointment will provide 
continuity for the University’s 
fundraising campaign. The 
external launch of the campaign, 
which is the fourth largest 
university fundraising campaign 
in Canada, has been set for April 


2. 


The University hopes to raise 
$144.65 million over five years 
through donations from 
corporations, alumni, and other 
individuals. $60.4 million has been 
designated for scholarships and 
bursaries for students. $49.95 
million will be used to recruit new 
professors and endow chairs in the 
University’s strongest 
departments. The final $34.3 
million will be used to improve 
facilities. 

Smith served as acting vice- 
president academic from 1994 to 
1995, and as associate vice- 
president academic from 1992 to 
1994. He was also the dean of 
business from 1978 to 1988.

Health Services 
puts down roots

Health services has finally 
moved from the wilds of the 
campus outback to its new 
location in the Students’ Union 
Building. 

All of the University’s health 
services are now located on the 
second floor of SUB. 

Before the move, most 
services were located in the 
health services building on the 
eastern extremes of campus on 
111th St. but some were located 
in Athabasca hall. 

The move also brings a name 
change. Health services is now 
called the University Health 
Centre. 

According to Sean Kennedy, 
the assistant to the dean of 


_| students, the new location will 


be more convenient for students 
since all the offices will be in a 
central location on campus. 

“It [is] really nice, because 


4 we're able to walk a student from 


one office to another, across the 
hall, instead of sending them 
across campus,” said Kennedy. 

The move was delayed 
several months because of 
construction problems. Concerns 
were also raised about the cost 
of the venture, which went 
significantly over-budget. 

According to Kennedy, it cost 
$1.1 million to move the health 
centre from the old location to 
the current location. 

“That includes the cost of 
renovating the space to meet 
their needs, and moving them 
over into the new space,” he said. 

Kennedy is optimistic about 
the new location. 

“There was a lot of 
nervousness about moving and 
so many changes; change is 
stressful, but once everyone got 
in, we’ve almost immediately 
seen benefits of being together, 
and people are really happy,” 
said Kennedy.

one I know was angry enough to 
send me a threatening anony- 
mous letter. 

Everyone that I’ve confided 
in about my sexuality has been 
understanding and supportive of 
my feelings. But I’ve encoun- 
tered enough intolerance to 
know that some people might 
threaten me with violence, or try 
to force me out of my job if they 
found out I was bisexual. 

It also doesn’t help much to 
be living in Alberta, the only 
province in which persecution of 
homosexuals is completely legal. 
Our government repeatedly in- 
sists that gays and lesbians don’t

need special protection. Even 
though the Supreme Court has 
ruled that Alberta is violating the 
Constitution by not including: 
sexual orientation in the Indi- 
vidual Rights Protection Act, our 
government clings to an official 
policy of intolerance. 

In Alberta, it’s okay to beat 
someone up because they’re a 
fag. It’s okay to fire a dyke or spit 
on a queer because they’re not 
real Albertans. Their love affairs 
don’t count because they can’t 
make babies. Their feelings of 
passion and respect and tender- 
ness are considered abnormal 
because they have to find more 
creative ways to fuck than the 
missionary position. 

For several months, I was 
hopelessly in love with a woman. 
I had the same feelings for her 
that I had for the boyfriends who 
came before and after her. What’s 
the bottom line? If I talk about 
my ex-boyfriends, I’m a normal, 
healthy, sexual being. If I talk 
about her, I’m a deviant miscre- 
ant whose basic human rights 
suddenly disappear. 

I wish I could print my real 
name with this article so the les- 
bians on campus could call me 
up and ask me out for coffee. But 
I don’t want to take the chance 
that the homophobes on campus 
will call me up and threaten to 
fire-bomb my house. 

I hate the constant threat of 
intolerance that hangs over my 
personal life. My only concern 
when falling in love should be 
how the other person feels—not 
whether I’m going to be perse- 
cuted for daring to express my 
feelings.

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The image in front of me de- 
picted a solitary human figure 
seated in the middle of a cavern- 
ous room and silhouetted by the 
blue-white wash of wall-to-wall 
television screens. Easily three 
hundred screens surrounded the 
lone figure, each one of them 
broadcasting a different station. 
The figure was surrounded— 
maybe trapped—by televisions. 

“Now that’s scary.” was the 
phrase that accompanied the im- 
age. 

I scrutinized the picture. As 
a photo, it told you almost noth- 
ing. There was no way to discern 
who the figure was, whether it 
was a man or woman, whether 
they were frightened or pleased. 
The images on the individual 
screens were nebulous as well. 
Just as one finds in the content 
of many “true-to-life” television 
broadcasts, the picture had no 
context to work from—and yet, 
without saying anything con- 
crete, the picture conveyed a uni- 
form sense of dread. Human ver- 
sus technology. Man versus me- 
dium. It was scary. 

Yet I feel defensive about me-

dia at the same time as I con- 
demn them. I was skeptical 
about media right up until the 
day I became a contributer to a 


news medium— and then things ' 


started to look less black and 
white. It is easy—and, | think, 
essential—to be skeptical of the 
way in which media convey in- 
formation. No medium ever pro- 
vides the whole story about any 
issue. But in our millennial age, 
it’s tempting to jump to con- 
spiratorial conclusions because 
of this, and to accuse all media 
of trying to control our lives. 
This is when we stop hearing 
about individual media and start 
hearing about “The Media.” 

At the same time, everyone 
seems to have their own opinion 
about what does and does not 
constitute news; about whom the 
news media should be serving; 
about whether media are busi- 
nesses like any other, or some- 
how stand apart; and always 
about what exactly media are. 

Here, then, are a few notes 
attempting to define news me- 
dia, and to distinguish small ‘m’ 
media from big scary Media: 


* media are about the trans- 
mission and interaction of ideas; 
* facts can be right or wrong; 
but ideas simply are; 


¢ just because an idea is held 
by the majority does not make it 
right; 

* just because the same idea 
is held by the majority does not 
mean is should not be discussed, 
contested, explored; 

* media choose which ideas 
to discuss, but they don’t tell you 
what to think about them. 

Recently, some letters to the 
Gateway addressed the issue of a 
medium serving its public; spe- 


cifically, if a readership is right- 
wing, they asked, should a me- 
dium not adhere to right-wing 


The core idea here is of media as 
mirrors, reflecting impartially the 
images of those who percieve 
them. If you disagree with this, 
you may prefer to see media as 
windows, showing their viewers 
the facts objectively and with no 
shift in perspective. 

A medium is not a mirror. It 
cannot function as a business 
without compromising the trans- 
mission of ideas that make it 
work.

The me- 
dia’s lack of context may be a 
Media Conspiracy—but I’d 
rather think of it as an incitement 
to discourse, inviting readers 
and viewers to take up the ideas, 
readjust the lens, and follow the 
story to its conclusion them- 
selves. If you’re diligent and in- 
terested enough, you might not 
just read the end of the story— 
you could end up writing it.

A HEALTHY LOOK A 


Marvin's Room ee 
starting Diane Keaton, Real Streep 
and Leonardo DiCaprio 

at the Princess Theatre until January 9 


Marvin's Room is a sick comedy. Or 
rather, it is a comedy based around sick- 
nesses. It is an exploration of the human con- 
dition when faced with tragedy. It is a re- 
markable achievement that this film has 
more laughs than teary moments in it, with- 
~ out belittling the condition of any of the char- 
acters. Best of all, there are no forced senti- 
ments to be found in the film. Reactions are 
genuine and not always happy ones. The 
entire cast shines brightly and do justice to 
the sharp script. 

The titular Marvin is bedridden from a 
series of strokes suffered years before. He 
has been left without speech. He is locked 
inside his own world, which only his daugh- 
ter Bessie (Diane Keaton) is willing to enter. 
She has given her life to look after him and 
her Aunt Ruth, a charming but doddering 
old soap opera aficionado. Bessie has sacri- 
ficed herself quietly, without much regret, 
until she discovers she has contracted 
leukemia, and now must find help for her- 
self. In her attempt to find a bone marrow 
match for a transplant, Bessie is forced to 
contact her sister Lee (Meryl Streep) with 
whom she has not spoken in twenty years. 
Lee is a single mother raising two kids, one 
a hellion, Hank (Leonardo DiCaprio), who 
just burned their house and half of their 


neighborhood down, and Charlie, a quiet 
and meek younger sibling. Everyone con- 
gregates in Marvin’s home in southern 
Florida. Recriminations and tentative bond- 
ing occur as a family tries to come together 
for the first time. 

This is by no means a hearts and flowers 
reunion though. These characters are not the 
one-dimensional cut-outs which have been 
foist upon us recently. This stems mostly from 
the fact that the film was taken from the play 


of the same name, and not dumbed down in 
its transfer to the big screen. Lee is a harried 
mom, who is certainly willing to help her sis- 
ter, but is not interested in looking after the 
family. She is more than willing to put Marvin 
in a home, rather than being a nursemaid as 
Bessie has been for so long. DiCaprio’s Hank 
is not at all a likable character, but DiCaprio 
manages to convey the fear behind the bra- 
vado well, and creates the most honest teen- 
ager in a film this year. The film belongs to 
Keaton’s Bessie though. She is a graceful mar- 
tyr who suffers with great dignity and never 
allows her fear to overcome her. What could

Tuesday, January7 : 
What do you get when you c cross zinc 
and copper?

ensemble—and giving it new, enlivening 
spins. 

Organist Jeremy Spurgeon explains 
the group’s genesis in simple terms. 
“We're mostly local symphony musicians, 
except for [Calgarian] Andrew Emig,” he 
says “We were asked to do a brass-spe- 
cific concert together and it became some- 
thing permenant.” The Copper Zinc En- 
semble balances Emig’s trumpet, Mary 
Fearon’s french horn, Kathryn Macin- 
tosh’s trombone and Scott Whetham’s 
tuba with Spurgeon’s organ and piano 
playing, resulting in a sound even long- 
time chamber music enthusiasts will find 
fresh. Last summer, they delighted 
crowds at Festival Place in Sherwood Park 
with a zoologically themed recital called 
“Carnival of the Animals.” 

Compared to that, however, their Ed- 
monton debut Tuesday night at All Saints’ 
Cathedral is, according to Spurgeon, “not

be played for sympathy and maudlin is never 
allowed to reach that point, she always reigns 
it in, and keeps the film on an even keel. 

The biggest laughs in the film come 
courtesy of the medical personnel in the film. 
Dr. Wally, as played by Robert De Niro ina 
charming turn, and his secretary brother 
provide a lot of comic relief with their ab- 
sent-minded characters. It is a welcome res- 
pite from the grave personas which could 
be expected from these minor parts. It is 
these little touches throughout the film 
which make Marvin's Room such an engag- 
ing movie. The only quibble I had with it 
was that in a scene where Lee is talking to 
Hank’s therapist, and is told there is no 
smoking on the entire floor of the building 
they are in; when Lee lights up, there is an 
ashtray on the doctor’s desk, right in front 
of her. Yes it is a small error, and easily over- 
looked. 

Marvin's Room is a very good movie, 
with award-worthy performances by all 
of the cast. It is a heartfelt film without 
ever becoming overly sentimental or 
mushy. People are allowed to be human, 
they have bad days and are nasty to each 
other. Consequences occur, and happy 
endings do not fall from the sky. As it may 
not be running very long, I would recom- 
mend that you see it while you can, or rent 
the video when it comes out. Marvin's 
Room is worth entering; it is a movie that 
will move you 


so light.” The sonorous sound of the or-

The programme combines seasonal 
pieces with more general works to create 
a rounded evening of chamber music. 

For those who miss the free concert at 
All Saints’ Cathedral, Copper Zinc will be 
playing again—a revival of their “Carni- 
val of Animals” programme—on Friday, 
January 31 at Muttart Hall in Alberta Col- 
lege. Admission for the latter concert is 
$10 for adults, $6 for students and sen- 
iors, and $20 for families.

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WHAT WE GOT FOR CHRISTMAS 


The merry elves at the Gateway give you three Christmas CDs and one, um, not 


The cover of this CD has a picture of two 
little girls dressed as angels. How sweet. 
Yeck. If I were to judge this album by its 
cover, I probably wouldn’t buy it just be- 
cause of that. It turns out they are Don Ross’ 
daughters, and their voices pop up at least 
three times on the CD. Fortunately, they 
don’t sing. In fact, there is no singing at all, 
which is probably good. 

Ross admits that “plenty of stylistic lib- 
erty has been taken occasionally”. “Occa- 
sionally” is definitely an understatement. 
With the songs I was familiar with at least, 
all of them have been liberated. Sometimes 
it’s a strain, but you can still recognize them. 
Although they are still Christmas tunes, they 
don’t sound enough like the originals to put 
one in the Christmas Spirit. 


Many of the songs have taken on some 
unusual styles. Some of them such as Lo, 
How A Rose E’er Blooming end up sounding 
much like new age music. Others, such as 
Silent Night, sound very country-ish. Christ- 
mas carols done ina country style are almost 
never any good, so I can’t say I liked it here. 
Oddest of all was The First Nowell which had 
a “Friendly Giant” style about it. (You would 
know what I mean if you heard it.) 

One good thing about this album is the 
unusual selection of songs such as Bring A 
Torch Jeanette, Isabella ; Lo, How A Rose E’er 
Blooming; Holst’s In The Bleak Midwinter ; and 
Bach’s Jesu, Joy of Man's Desiring. Uncommon 
tunes are good to find ona Christmas album. 
It’s really boring to end up witha whole col- 
lection of CDs with the same carols over and 
over again. 

There are two of rather unique instru- 
ments used on this album. God Rest Ye Merry, 
Gentlemen has a digeridoo in the back- 
ground. It’s funny that I’ve never thought 
of Australian aborigines as merry gentleman 
before. The second unusual instrument is 
Ross’ seven string guitar. What kind of freak 
of nature is that? I’m afraid I’m not familiar 
enough with guitars to hear the difference, 
but.he uses it on five of the twelve tracks.

This is not your average “Frank Sinatra 
does Christmas carols.” This is not your av- 
erage “Toronto Symphony. Orchestra does 
Christmas songs.” This is a Christmas album 
which is entirely unique. 


With 17 songs, 6 of which are 
instrumentals, this aloum has incredible mu- 
sical diversity. With music by Tchaikovsky, 
Kinkel, and others, this album has some fa- 
miliar songs on it—yet it also has a wealth 
of new material that makes transitions and 
provides a medium for the message the al- 
bum conveys.

Merril Bainbridge has a eaouth like 
you wouldn’t believe.

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Veda Hille’s pon release i is an empow- 
ering and exciting mix of emotions. The Van- 
couver native’s classical piano training is put 
to anew and interesting use as she blends jazz, 
pop, blues, funk, and a plethora of too many 
other sounds to note. 

The opener “Slumber Queen” has bongo 
drums to mark the tempo of her soft and gen- 
tle yet dark and off-key vocals, as the music 
starts to churn around her. “Sweet” may start 
out as such but quickly transforms into a 
sweeping wail of emotion with the addition 
of the saw (yes, a saw). “Instructions,” based 
ona Mark Duggan poem, has dark and some- 
what mechanical music to accompany her 
spoken word.

The group sounds like a Canadian ver- 
sion of Alice in Chains, with their slow melo- 
dies and hefty lyrics. The Vancouver quartet 
is more influenced by the sounds of Seattle 
than by anything made here in Canada. In 
some ways this is good, as some Canadian 
bands who attempt the heavy sound don’t 
quite manage to bring it off, while Evil Roy 
Slade succeeds. Larson’s vocals lend the al- 
ternative rock a deep solid feel. A cross be- 
tween Eddie Vedder and Layne Stayley, 
Larson exhibits a vocal quality that haunts 
songs like “Head of Jesus” and drives others 
like “Burr Salad.” The songs give off a dichoto- 
mous feeling due to the softness of the band’s 
touch and the hard edge of the guitar. 

The CD is composed of six songs and 
runs approximately 24 minutes which is a 
little short for a solid listening session.

nest the Odds’ fourth aE ‘does not 
stray too far away in composition from their 
three previous albums. As those albums 
were all brilliant pieces of pop music, this is 
not really a bad thing at all. While nest does 
not have a whole album’s worth of pirate 
treasure, there are a few gems worth digging 
for. It is a mixture of power pop and brood- 
ing, deceptively simple songs, with more of 
an emphasis on the power this time around.

It wasn’t gold and it wasn’t 
the Olympics or the World Jun- 
iors, but for the CWUAA AIll-
